tation and Terminology in Pure and Applied Science, at 
which meeting the report prepared by Dr. Coblans on 
methods and techniques for the communication of know- 
ledge will be a principal subject of discussion. (The 
report will be published in the July issue of the Unesco 
Bulletin for Libraries). 

The Committee on Bibliography will study also two 
interim reports to be prepared in response to a resolution 
on the needs for special libraries in countries undergoing 
rapid development. It is also hoped to discuss a work 
plan for a guide to collections relating to the Orient.

Bibliographie der FAO und IUFRO in Oxford in Juli 1956 
wurden erstmals Verbesserungen an dem System be- 
schlossen; diese sind in der FAO Zeitschrift ,,; Unasylva” 
veréffentlicht worden als Verbesserungsliste Nr. 1. 
(Unasylva Vol. 11, no. 3, April 1957). Es ist vorgesehen, 
spdtere Verbesserungen am System auf dieselbe Weise 
der Offentlichkeit zuganglich zu machen. Die Verbesse- 
rungen der Liste Nr. 1 konnten in der deutschen Ueber- 
setzung bereits beriicksichtigt werden.
